$1,241,000 of Three Million: Issue Have Been Taken Up, and 
City Has Received the Proceeds 


On the Arreare of Taxes Act betng 
passed by the provincial legislature, 
giving @efaultere the opportunity to 
epreag payments over ten years, the 
loang contracted by the city on the 
eecurity of arreare of taxes were for 
two and five yeara, 

Therefore, In orfer to be able to 
take advantage of the Arrears Act it 
beoome incumbent upon the city to 
consolidate these loana and make a 
re-issue for the period of te 
@overed by the ast. H 

Hence in June, 1918, the Board of! 
Utilities Commissioners gave the city 
permission to make a $5,000,000 
issue on the security of: the consoli- 
dated arrears. The arrears of taxes in- 
cluded were those up to the end of 
2018. 

The order of the commissioners, 
was for an immediate issue of $3,- 
000,000 and the statement was made 
that if there wae shown an eagerness 
on the part of defaulters to take ad- 
vantage of the T’ax Arrears Act that 
the other $2,000,000 might be issued 
in 1920. 

An effort was made to gell the 
bonds in the fall, but owing to bad 
atate of the market, no offers were 
received. Subsequently some of the’ 
Aldermen were in the east at the be- 
ginning of the year and after visiting 
the bond houses Ald. Abbott advised 
council! that legal opinion should be 
obtained on the bonds as it wae stated 
it would make them more aaleable.
